asked by Receiver Hawes is an injunc- 
tion restraining the city of Appleton and 
the Wisconsin/railroad commission from 
taking aiy proceedings in the Dane coun- 
ty circuit co.urt or in any other court to

'They say that it" the plant were 
turned over to the city for $250",000 they, 
would bo'deprived of-their property with- 
out due process of law in contravention, 
of the fourteenth amendment to the fed- ' 
oral constitution.

Goodland was called to the suit this 
morning he said: 


"It will simply test the constitutioa-i 


ality of our state public utility law in, 
the United States courts. As I under- 
stand it the state supreme court has 
practically sustained its constitutional- 
ity so far aj the state is concerned 'and 
in every'instaiice whore, the law has been. 
questioned in the court, its provisions 
hive been upheld. 


"This will not in any way affect thet 


proceedings taken by the city of Racino' - 
towards the purchase of the local plant. 
The city officials will proceed

JUDGE W. C. HOOK DISSENTS 


Consolidation of Road With^Dnion Paci- 


fic Did Wot Amount to a Direct and 


. Substantial Restraint ,cf Commerce, 


Reads Decision—Standard Oil Decision 


Sited in Important Opinion. 


ST. LOUIS, Mb, June 124.—The United 


States •circuit, court of- the eighth dis- 
trict today handed- down .-an opinion that 
the purchase', of the Southern Pacific by 
the Union-Pacific "did not amount to a 
direct substantial restraint of cither in- 
terstate or international commerce." 


The recent decision of the 
United 


States Supreme court in the Standard 
Oil case was cited among others by 
Judge. Elmer B. Adams, who wrote the 
majority opinion. • Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Willis Vandevanter, while a circuit 
judge of the eighth district, participated 
in the hearing, deliberation and conclu- 
sion in the case and concurred in the-op- 
inion. 


Judge William C, Hook led a fidissent- 


ir.g opinion. 


The merger,. according to the court, 


did not cause a change in rates, no com- 
plaints of discrimination and no con- 
spiracy. Concerning these features the 
opinion reads: 


"The proof shows that after 1901 as 


•well as before the rates for transconti 
mrital traffic were, the same Over both' 
the: Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
lines. 


"There has since then been with re- 


spect to either of these lines no impair- 
ment of service, no discontinuance of ef- 
forts to satisfy the public, and no com- 
plaints of shippers of asy inferior or 
inadequate service. 


"A substantial majority of the stock 


of the Southern Pacific company has 
been held by parties other than the Un- 
ion Pacific company, but we fail to..find 
any complaint by such holders of any 
discrimination against their road or of 
any failure to properly promote its wel- 
fare. None of the minor points charged 
to have been deprived ov competitive, op- 
portunities by the Huntington purchase 
arc shown to have suffered from the re- 
sult of that purchase. 


"On the contrary hundreda of millions 


of dollars have since 1901 been expended 
on the road."

Advocates of Filed Appropriations Make 


Unsuccessful Attack on Special Levy 
Principle—State University 
Receives 


93,7oo,ooo of Sum and Normal Schools 
$1,300,000—One Amendment Adopted. 


MADISOX, Wis., June -24.—Five mil- 


ion dollars was appropriated for the 
state university and normal schools lor 
the next two years by the senate, which 
Friday morning passed the educational 
appropriation bill recommended liy the 
ifinncn committee. The university gets 
1,3,700,000, the normal schools $l,:!00,(XXI. 


There was a hot light over the question 


of making a fixnd appropriation or levy- 
ng a tax for the support of the state's 
educational institutions, but advocates 
of the tax were victorious. 


Amcjidmcnt after amendment was of- 


fercd_,bat the only on» adopted was of- 
vides that the annual appropriation of 
1150,000 for the normal schools shall run 
'or four instead of throe years. The 
vote, was li to 11. 


The debate over substituting a fiied 


appropriation for a special mill tax fol- 
lowed the introduction of an amendment 
by Senator \VhiteJiead, striking out the 
provision of the bill calling for IL tax of 
three-eighths of a mill lor the university 
nnd substituting a specific appropriation, 
of $1.118,000 annually for two years, and 
striking out the provision calling for a, 
tax of one-.-iixth of a mill for the normal 
schools and making a specific ;ippropriu- 
tinn of ?oOO.(KK) annually I'ur the same 
period. 


During the dokitc on- (his amendment, 


it was charged that the purpose of the 
backers of this amendment, \v.->.s tn place 
the university at the mercy of ft certain 
element in the »tate which wishes to dic- 
tate the pdui'itional policy of the stato 
school. Senator Whitciiead. with consid- 
erable heat, denied this accusation. Ho 
declared that there wns no effort being 
niiidn to hamper free^discussion or .edu- 
cation 
at, the 
university 
or normal 


schools. Hi^ amendment, however, was 
rejected by a vote of -1 to 10. 


Second Attempt Defeated. 


Senator Tcnsdale then introduced an-

It has been observed, and 
with others by this paper, that if leg 
islatiVe sessions were held but once in 
every three to live years, there would be 
» distinct gain to the people. The state 
taxes would be much less, the 
party 


spoils greatly reduced, and the number 
of laws 
materially 
diminished. For 


want of material factionalism would be 
burned down to the ground, and ration- 
alism take its place in every state. The 
public service corporations would per- 
force have to take «. rest. Included 
with these are all the trusts, even the 
school book and school furniture trust. 


This would impart the idea to 
our , 


public officials that their oath of office 
amounts to something. They could read 
the state laws and get 
busy. They 


could then have time to 
enforce 
the 


state anti-trust laws. The various state 
commissions having no one to be afraid 
of and realizing it is fame for them to 
perform a duty well, would be inspired, 
really inspired to do something to earn 
their salaries. 


Legislative sessions once 
in 
every 


three years is often enough, but once in 
five years would be better. It is a need- 
ed reform, a practical reform not one 
of our professional Chautauqua reform- 
ers will even doign to mention. Why? 
Because for one reason it would tend to 
put them out of business. 


Every state at every legislative ses- 


sion puts in force never less than three 
hundred new laws and most states far in 
excess of that. Congress enacts in the 
thousands. 
If our congress could 
be 


prevented from meeting oftener 
than 


every other year, it would be the great- 
est advance the country ever made oa 
effective lines. Every legislative year, 
in this state now every other year, not 
less than four hundred new laws are put 
in force, that is the laws affecting pri- 
vate interests and corporate welfare, are 
enforced, and the mass of the laws falls 
gradually into a condition of innocuous 
desuetude.

Politics may rage and some men may 


fume und stew, but the problems that 
greatly interest many good men, keep 
coming up for consideration, A highly 
important factor in our National pro-' 
gress is conservation, it must be im- 
pressed upon communities

due 


care must be given to nature's 
stores 


of earth and air and water. 


Thus, soil exhaustion is not only going 


to be an important subject, but in nu- 
merous localities, it has passed out of 
the subject state and taken on the re- 
ality. In the eastern otatea arc thous- 
ands of deserted farms. Where skill and 
knowledge have again taken hold, tnese 
very old ruin-aoitcd farms produce as 
in their first days. In tho west the de- 
serted farm has not yet blotched the 
landscape, but if the decreasing produc- 
tive rate keeps on, they sooner or later 
will. 
In 
these 
days 
better 
care 


of tho ground is acknowledged to be a 
necessity. ' Today cotton and 
tobacco 


farms must be fertilized every year, and 
while in the great west, fertilizing has 
not yet assumed tho phase it> will, yet 
many farmers now attend to this and 
}nd their profit. 
But skilled agricul- 


turists lean to the opinion that fertiliz- 
es must be far more generally applied. 
Attention must be paid to the character 
of the soil, i'or information on those 
points the agricultural bureau at; Wash- 
ngton is ever ready to impart service. 


It is admitted that the productive rate 


s steadily decreasing. Use of streams 
for irrigation, and keeping fertility in 
the soil by giving it back a goodly 
measure of that which man baa taken 
from the ground in the growing of crops, 
are problems of today. 


The subject is assuming importance 


rapidly-and says an exchange in notic- 
ing the remarks of Mr. Hill not long 
since: 


"It is difficult to believe that in a 


country so large as this and possessing 
so much unused land the soil can be los- 
inc its fertility. 
But James J. Hill,

CRIME AND PUNISHMENT 


Parole boards, pardon boards, easy ex- 


ecutives, sentimentalists of all degrees 
and in both sexes, have brought about a 
natural reaction. Separating this mat- 
ter entirely from that of the law, and 
the young first offenders, the question 
agitating the public is, are the criminals 
to be released at will, and the law for 
punishment of crime and protection of 
society made a hollow mockery? Already- 
a reaction has set in and it will certainly 
gather strength. This increasing senti- 
ment favoring the proper punishment of 
criminals will likely consider the prison- 
er and also the character of the crime. 


From Chicago where all the sentiment- 


al gush and parole business originates is 
wising an opposite influence urging se_ 
veritv of punishment for the degree of 
crime, 'and making it harder to secure 
the release of criminals. It is true that 
as long as men and women of criminal 
minds have assuranre of being released 
on parole, of having their time much

It 
should 'not be - forgotten that statistics 
show murder to be one of th« safest 
crimes to commit, and even with convic- 
tion, a small fine or csuplc of years pay 
for the thing as far as the law is con- 
cerned.

But such men as Judge Gemmill ana 


Jud^e Olson of Chicago are proposing to 
protect society.

These" judges are connected with the 
Chicago municipal court?-and speak from 
-experience. At a late meeting of tho 
Bar association of their, city they ex- 
pressed thoir view-s on crime and it* pun- 
ishment and correctives.

expressed by the two judges as follows: 


"Punishments prescribed by the crimi- 


nal code are greater preevntives of crime 
and wrongdoing than all the churches, 
school houses, and.reform organizations 
in the land.

ner-hold a yearly convention in which 
proposed matters on which concurrence 
is. desired/ be considered. The legis^a- 
tures might delegate a few of their mem- 
bers to represent the utate, two or three 
perhaps in number. The assembled dele- 
gates in convention might duly consider 
and formulate legislation to be submitted 
to their respective state authorities for 
action. 


Another subject of legislation not con- 


nected with vital statistics, but of- in- 
terest to the J*ople of every state, is 
railroad ..legislation. Legislation, as re- 
gards trusts and trade combinations, as 
regards Interstate Commerce in its dif- 
ferent phases, there i» plainly rising a 
need of .concurrent agreement. Either 
the legislation of the general government 
must prevail in all the states, or clue the 
states in their respective laws will con- 
flict not only with each other as to ef- 
fect of laws, but further with the'Na- 
tional laws.

ARMED VESSEIS ON GREAT LAKES 


One of the 
questions that concern 


this country and Canada besides that of 
tariff, is the matter of'armed vessels on 
the great lakes. The treaty of 1818 
provided certain stipulations as to armed 
vessels and until a short time ago the 
.United States did not violate them. But 
of late years, since, state nnval militia 
became the fashion, we have undoubted- 
ly materially exceeded the treaty allow- 
ance. These state naval vessels are arm- 
ed, though of course pitiably small as 
compared with the arming of an ocean 
vessel, but'they are sufficiently armed to 
justify protests from Canada, protests 
that have not been officially roiced. 


Of course, the violations, small as they 


have been, have not been all on one side; 
for Canad*. in enlarging its canals vio- 
lates this 1818 treaty. For this canal 
feature permits the introduction of ar- 
mored gunboats of England to the lakes 
at any time. Therefore it follows Cana- 
da is even more at fault than arc we. 


An eastern paper, referring to this 


matter, lately said: 


"The. limitation of naval force on the 


lakes .was flmt proposed by President 
Madison, in 1815*, through a letter from 
Mr. Monroe, then Secretary of State, to 
Mr. Adams, Minister to England. He 
said: 
-'If each party augments its force 


there with a view to obtain tho onoend 
ancy over the other, that vast expense 
will be incurred and the danger of col- 
lision augmented in like degree.' After 
a long hesitation the British 
Govern- 


ment agreed to this, and the treaty or 
agreement was confirmed by the Senate 
on the 16th of April, 1818. By 
tliis 


agreement'the naval force to be main- 
tained by each government on the lakes 
was limited, on Ontario to one vessel not 
exceeding 100 tons carrying one 18-pound 
cannon; on the upper lakes, to two ves- 
sels not exceeding that power, and one 
on Lake Champlain. It was stipulated 
that this agreement could be abrogated 
upon, six months' notice. 


"From time to time there have been 


complaints by each government to the 
other of violations of the treaty. In 
1864, 
because of a fear of Confederate 


hostilities from Canadian -territory, the 
United States gave the required notice 
for the termination of the treaty. .But 
before the end of six months Confederate 
power1 had so declined that the notice, wag 
withdrawn.
